(2) a legal memorandum discussing the guidelines governing the trans- 
mittal of such information, including an analysis of how these guide- 
lines have changed over that period of time; and (3) copies of your 
letters to Senator Inouye of July 29, 1977 and to Robert C. Keuch of 
April 13, 1978 (OGC 78-2346) . 

Finally, I would appreciate the Agency bringing to the attention 
of the Subcommittee through the designated staff members any new 
information which comes to the attention of the Agency relevant to 
the Subcommittee’s investigation until the conclusion of that investi- 
gation.
